Cooperation, the coordination of the 
world's supplies and energies, is 
the thing that is necessary a t the 
present time in order tha t the peo- 
rle of America, and the rest of the 
world, rr ty have the economic se­ 
curity that they crave, it was stated 
b y Prof. Graham A. Laing, teacher 
of economics and b usiness adm in­ 
istration in the California Institute 
of Technology, in a talk that he 
gave last night in the little theater 
of the Newport Harb or Union high 
school on the topic "Is Economic 
Security Possib le?” 
There was a time 
a hundred 
years ago and more when each 
man or family was a little factory 
and farm unto itself, he pointed 
out, when muscle and wind power 
were ab out all of the powers used 
to 
produce the 
things 
that the 
family req uired. 
But the fact that 
Invention 
and 
d i s c o v e r y 
has 
changed the control of power within 
the past few decades so that one 
man 
can 
manufacture 
as 
much 
goods or supplies as. in many cases 
it took several hundred men to do 
the same job , people’s ideas of their 
needs and activities have changed 
radically. 
The people’s wants have caused 
such a demand for various things 
that at present many nations are 
visited to secure the things that 
are necessary for the manufacture 
of the articles req uired, and now 
the whole wrorld is knitted together 
in order that we may have the 
things w’e crave, he said. 
Theory Outlined 
The theory 
of “letting things 
take their •way,” or as it is some­ 
tim es spoken of as, rugged individ­ 
ualism, has proven that eventually 
the power and supplies have fallen 
into the hands of a few and many 
of the necessities of life have b een 
monopolized to the detrim ent of the 
masses, he claimed. 
Under such a 
system there is no economic secur­ 
ity, the speaker said, and until we 
drop much of our selfishness and 
b egin to realty cooperate there will 
b e an unsatisfactory economic se­ 
curity.

Giv e the baby class 
the 
finest 


teacher than can be found. 
She 
m ust be healthy, clear-beaded and * 
v igorous. 
She needs a good d is­ 
position and a sense of hum or, a 
dash of m otherliness and a life­ 
tim e's w orth 
of teaching power. 
She has to tak e the baby ju st as 
he comes from his m other’s hands 
and, 
w ithout 
friction 
or 
loss, 
m erge school education w ith home 
training. It is an a rtis t’s job and 
w orthy of honor and high salary*. 
The prim ary grades are im por­ 
ta nt throughout. The fundam entals 
of learning m ust be acquired a c ­ 
curately, thoroughly and as pleas­
